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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 
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WATER 


The  supply  of  water  to  the  Town  was  obtained  from  two  sources, 
namely,  Llandyfan  Spring  and  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council* s supply. 

The  Llandyfan  Spring  is  situated  5 miles  from  the  Town  at  480  ft. 
A.O.D.  and  193  feet  above  the  highest  point  of  the  Town.  The  supply  is 
derived  from  a spring  in  the  limestone  stratum,  with  an  estimated  overflow 
of  1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

The  supply  from  thes  source  is  conveyed  by  gravitation  to  the  Town 
in  5"  cast  iron  pipes.  The  Llandyfan  main  is  65  years  old. 

The  Llandyfan  supply  is  chlorinated  by  a Wallace  and  Tiernan  Plant 
at  Derwydd. 

Part  of  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  is  still  supplied  from  the 
Llandyfan  source  and  part  of  the  Urban  District  receives  a supply  from  the 
Rural  District  trunk  main  to  which  the  town  mains  are  connected. 

Routine  checks  are  taken  to  determine  the  efficiency  of  the 
chlorination  of  the  supply. 

The  chemical  analysis  of  the  water  is  as  follows :- 

"This  water  had  a hardness  of  175  p.p.m.  calcium  Carbonate 
and  would  be  classified  as  being  "Moderately  hard".  This  was 
almost  entirely  temporary  in  character  and  would  be  removed 
on  boiling. 

This  was  a water  of  the  highest  organic  purity  and  contained 
no  trace  of  unoxidised  nitrogenous  compounds.  It  was  slightly 
alkaline  in  character  and  exhibited  only  a small  negative 
saturation  index,  a charactaristic  associated  with  non-aggresive 
waters.  Such  a water  would  not  have  any  action  on  metals  nor 
should  it  be  plumbosolvent.  The  water  was  free  from  metallic 
impurities  with  the  exception  of  0.01  p.p.m.  lead.  This  amount 
is  regarded  as  negligible  as  Health  and  Medical  Authorities  allow 
up  to  0.1  p.p.m.  in  drinking  waters." 


Two  special  examinations  of  the  water  were  carried  out  one  for  lead 
content  and  one  to  ascertain  the  fluoride  content: -

The  quantity  found  was  less  than  one  fifteenth  of  that  present 
in  a fluoridated  supply. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 
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The  sewers  of  the  Town  are  combined,  taking  both  sewage  and 
surface  water.  The  sewers  serve  the  Town  with  the  exception  of  15  properties 
in  Carmarthen  Road  and  Nantyrhibo  areas.  The  sewers  are  constructed  in 
stoneware  pipes  and  culverts,  the  treatment  being  carried  out  at  the  Joint 
Sewage  Works  at  Ffairfach. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

A major  step  was  taken  by  the  Council  to  improve  the  storage  and 
collection  of  house  refuse. 

Each  household  wad  provided  with  a special  plastic  bin  and  paper  sacks 
were  used  as  bin  liners.  The  scheme  came  into  operation  early  in  the  year 
and  has  proved  very  successful  both  with  householders  and  workmen.  This 
method  had  eliminated  the  use  of  a variety  of  containers  and  has  resulted  in 
a much  cleaner  service. 


A once  weekly  collection  is  made  of  house  refuse  and  special  arrangements 
exist  for  the  collection  of  bulky  items  of  refuse. 

A once  weekly  collection  is  made  of  trade  refuse  for  which  a charge 
is  payable. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  a tip  situated  outside  the  Urban  District 
and  the  method  of  tipping  can  only  be  described  as  crude. 


RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  one  of  the  workmen  to  carry  out  disinfestation 
as  and  when  required.  No  charge  is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises.

In  November,  one  hundred  sewer  marlplas  were  baited  with  Fluoracetanide* 
This  work  was  carried  out  for  the  -Council  by  a specialist  company. 
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POOD  AND  FOOD  HTGIH® 
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There  is  always  room  for  improvement  in  the  manner  in  which  food 
is  handled,  and  although  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
during  the  year  the  standard  of  hygiene  must  continually  be  maintained  and 
improved. 

The  shopping  public  can  to  a considerable  degree  influence  the  food 
hygiene  standards,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  general  the  public  are 
becoming  more  hygiene  conscious.

One  Improvement  Grant  was  approved  during  the  year. 


OFFICES.  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  under  the  Act  is  46,  and 
the  number  of  persons  employed  in  these  premises  was  192,  comprising 
89  males  and  103  females. 

No  general  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  but  11  visits 
were  made  in  connection  with  works  being  carried  out  to  remedy  contraventions 
of  the  Act  at  various  premises. 

No  notifications  of  accidents  were  received. 


CARAVAN  SITES 

There  are  two  licenced  Caravans  Sites  within  the  Urban  Area.  One 
site  Xis  licenced  for  seven  caravans  and  the  other  for  one  caravan. 

Ten  visits  were  made  to  the  largest  site  and  while  some  of  the 
requirements  of  the  licence  conditions  had  been  met,  the  site  generally  was 
not  maintained  in  a very  satisfactory  condi ti on.  Informal  action  was  taken 
in  an  endeavour  to  secure  improvements. 
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
